It s cluimed for thissite that it places
the passenger depotof the Pennsylvinia
Rallroad just south of the Botanical
Gardens, at & polot where there are fow
Improvemoents, and south of which, to
the funpel and K streot, is but thinly
inlinbifted

This locatlon Is In close proximity to
the principnl strects and rallroads, and
w8 conveplett to the business céntre as
the present Baltimore and Ohlo passen-
ger dapol, or g  the proposed site mon-
tiened In the Morrill Bill—8eventh street
avd Murslind avenue—and, without
mare'og the parks, streets and avenues
which we justly prize 80 highly, it
would relleve o large and populous sec.

Three Causes Which Ved to Ita NMeing
Praotioally Eoded.

Three cansos consplred to break the

look-out of the journeymen bakers as |

announced n Tor Crrre yosterdny
The first of these was that the Baltl
more bakerd brought here to take the
places of tho shntout Washington
dongh-bandlers wore unskillful and
could not opoerate the sclontific appli
ances in use In most of ity Iy lkl'l’lt"l
The second cause was a roallzation by
tho bosses that injustice had beea done
ihe journeymen, and the third was the
netion of numerous grocerymen In re.
fusing to take the heavy and otherwise
unfit bread turned out by the Bal-
more men.

These causens hadened a settlement
and broke the baokbone of the strike,
and nll of the men are now in their old
places except the four men formerly
cmployed by Robert Blalr, the Seoteh
baker, in northeast Washington, He
still "holds out stubbornly, bt 18 ox-
peoted to yleld to the inevitable to-day.

As unnouneed in Tonr Crivre Schaf-
fer of Four and a-hialf street took down
the objectionnble rules yestorday after
noon and his old men are now at work.
The lock-out Is practically ended,

There was not a baker's dozen of the
journeymen st headquarters to day.
Buker Blair's four locked out men were
therg, but they did not appear to be
worrled over the outlook.

“We have won the fight,” said one
of the latter, “‘and Blair will have to
como around to our torms und take his
old men back. o will not risk u boy-
cott and hold out after the other bosses
huve given in."’
